| Lieut. Col. Zinn Gives Findings 


of War Department Experts: 
Hearing Due This Month, 


FAVOR RIVER DEVELOPMENT 


Urge Building of Commercial Harbors 
Near Indiana State Line and on 
Chicago Drainage Canal. 


SEE LACK OF RAIL FACILITIES

Chicago's outer harbor plan has deen 
condemned by engineers representing the 
United States department of war. 

The only harbor development recommeni#ed 
for Chicago is the improvement of the inner 
harbor facilities and the establishment of 
harbors outside the city limits. 

„No other improvements are either nec- 
essary or désirable,”’ is the finding which hits 
the proposal to build a 68, 000, 000 pier sys- 
tem in Lake Michigan north of the mouth of 
the Chicago river. 4. 

It is the finding of the corps of engineers 
of the United States army. It is based on 
a survey of the waters of Chicago and its 
adjacent territory ordered by act of congress 
three years ago. It is the recommendation 
before the war department’s board of en- 
gineers for rivers and harbors, which abso- 
rutely controls the navigable waters of the 
nation. 

. City Must Overcome Opinion. 

Chicago has asked the department for a 
hearing upon the outer harbor plan. It will 
be this formal opinion before the board of 
engineers that wil have to be overcome de- 
fore a permit will be issued for the con- 
struction of the north side piers,

city council has voted to ask for a bond issue 
of $5,000,000 for’ the construction of the piers. 
The proposition is to be submitted to the 
voters at the April election. 

The hearing before the board of engineers 
has been set for March 27. The public notice 
of the date was sent out yesterday by Lieut. 
Col. George A. Zinn, who is in charge of the 
Chicago office of the corps of engineers. In 
the notice he included a summery of the 
survey completed under his supervision after 
it had been begun by Maj. Thomas H. Rees. 


Engineer Makes Concise Report. 

Leut. Col. Zinn made his report under the 
date of Oct. 7, 1911. Since that time it has 
been under consideration by the board of 
engineers. The summary was as concise as 
it could be made, he said, and the full text 
of his findings was not available as it was 
locked in his office in the federal building 
over Sunday. In discussing the summary! 
he disclosed, in addition to the reasons for 
his general theory of the lines Chicago’s 
harbor improvement should follew, his rea- 
son for declaring the north side harbor 
neither necessary nor desirable.” Ina 
word, it was his belief that the pier system 
will be absolutely without railway terminal 
facilities.”’ 

J am informed, and, although my infor- 
mation is not official, I am convinced that 
the Northwestern railroad will not furnish 
terminal facilities to any harbor at this 
point. This company is the only e physi- 
cally capable of establishing such facilities; 
and it will not. I am told that the North- 
western has not at any time considered de- 
veloping its terminal facilities in connec- 
tion with the harbor. I am sure that it will 
not do 80. 


Rail Terminal Facilities Difficult. 

As a physical fact it would be difficult 
for the company to give anything approach- 
ing adequate facilities for- a harbor. Even 
now it has to place an embargo upon freight 
for the district around the site of the pro- 
posed harbor. The congestion of its tracks 
approaching this section is such that it has 
to refuse to deliver freight there within a 
period of twenty-four hours. 

„It a hatbor were developed at that point 
1. could serve only a territory half a mile or 
a mile square. A lighterage system will not 
make it a satisfactory harbor. The practice 
of lightering freight from this point into 
the river would be like stopping your trains 
at the city limits and carrying the freight

BATTLE ON FOR 
CHIHUAHUA CITY 


Rebels; Fight Rages for 
Possession of Provin- 
cial Capital. 


‘Reinforcements of About 1,000 
Men Rushed to Insurgents 
from Juarez in Response 

to Appeal. 


BULLETIN. | 

El Paso, Tex., March 8.—Fighting was re- 
newed at Chihuahua at 7 o'clock tonight. 
according to a telegram received by Juan 
Terrazas, one of the wealthy famfly of that 
name, who is a member of the refugee colony 
here. 

The message contained no details of the 
earlier fighting, according to Terrazas. 

Another message, not fully authenticated, 
but probably approximating the truth, had 
it that the forenoon’s fighting lasted three 
hours and that thirty-five persons were killed 
or wounded. 

The federals then withdrew, but, according 
to the telegram to Terrazas, returned to the 
attack tonight 


REBEL FORCE SENT FROM JUAREZ. 

El Paso, Tex, March 3.—A telegram stating 
that fighting for the possession of Chihuahua 
City, capital of the Mexican state of that 
name, had begun, was followed today by the 
hasty departure of the rebel garrison at 
Juarez of from 800 to 1,000 men to join their 
comrades there. 

Two telegrams bearing on the fight were 
received by Hen. Ynez Salazar, the Juarez 
commander, from Braulio Hernandez, one of 
the rebel leaders abéut Chihuahua. 

The first telegram stated that Hernandez’s 
force, numbering about 320 men, ahd some of 
the force of Pascual Orosco had been defend- 
ing Chihuahua against an attack by federal 
troops under Col. Pancho Villa. 

“Orozco is with us, the telegram said, 
meaning, the rebels declare, that he has an- 
nounced himself openly as in arms against 
Madero. The second telegram stated that 
Hernandez was on his way to join Orozco, 
who desired Salazar to join the movement 
with all possible speed. 


Federals Surprise Rebels. 
The Juarez leaders received the impression 
that Villa's attack had been a surprise, and 
that Orosco, if not Sees was in imme-

Two other battalions of the Twenty-see- 
ond infantry are at Fort Bliss, where there 
are also a battalion of the Eighteenth in- 
fantry, a squadron of the Fourth cavalry, 
and battery D of the Third field artillery.

The plans of the pastors embrace several 
other features which are unique in Chicago. 
Once a month they have dinner together at 
some one of the churches. 


Join to Gain Members. : 
On each Tuesday the ministers meet for 
what they call “clearing house day, at 
which time the names of families or individ- 
uals who have expressed a preference for any 
particular denomination or for any particu- 
lar church of any denomination in the union 
are handed to the pastor of the church indi- 
cated. He is then expected to follow them up 
and secure their permanent interest in the 
church. 

They have arranged for union meetings in 
three groups for the week preceding holy 
week. During the month of May, after the 
annual moving day, they have planned for a 
simultaneous canvass of the entire district.

ICE HOLDS FOUR STEAMERS; 
ONE WENT TORESCUE OTHERS. 


Three Boats of Goodrich Line 
Caught in Same Way Six Weeks 
Ago—Iowa Near Racine. 


Four steamers were blocked in the ice on 
Lake Michigan yesterday. Three of them, 
the Indiana, the Alabama, and the Iowa of 
the Goodrich line, were among those im- 
prisoned in the same way for twodaysabout 
six weeks ago. The fourth was thought to 
be the Flora M. Hill, a smaller vessgl, with a 
crew of eighteen, which also was kept out 
of port for a day at that time. 

The Indiana was due from Milwaukee at 
5 o'clock in the morning. At 7 o'clock the 
Alabama came in from Grand Haven. After 
it had unloaded its passengers it was sent 
out to relieve the Indiana, which by that 
time Was reported caught in a floe about 
three miles off Waukegan. There was little 
difficulty in releasing the imprisoned steam- 
er, but on the return trip both the Goodrich 
craft got into trouble. 

Near the four miles crib the Indiana, fol- 
lowing the Alabama, became entangled in 
a fice. The Alabama returned to its aid and 
m turn was caught it was 1:15 when the 
two reached the docks.

APPEAL FOR ALIEN AID. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TIENTSIN, March 3.—The gentry and offi- 
elals of the native city have appealed to the 
foreign Officials to send troops there to police 
the city and prevent a renéwa! of the rioting, 
which last night caused millions of dollars 
of damage. 

The consuls, to whom the appeal was made, 
referred the matter to the military authori- 
ties, who will decide on what action shall be 
taken. 

The situation is complicated by the threat 
of the old style troops, stationed near the 
city, to attack and pillage the foreign conces- 
mon tonight. The foreign forces are severe- 
ly depleted by the dispatch of British, Ger- 
man, French, and American troops to Pe- 
king. The total foreign forces available are 
700 British, 500 Japanese, 300 French, 170 
Russians and Germans, and 200 Americans. 


Native City Is Wreck. 


hard fighting during nearly all of last night, 
today presented the appearance of a city 
which had been swept by a terrific storm. 
Fires, started by the mutinous soldiers, com- 
pleted the damage which was started by the 
looters. The actual loss is unknown, but it 
will reach millions. 


Between 9 and 10 o'clock the soldiers 


| mutineed, set fire to a number of buildings, 


and then began looting from house to house. 

They were joined by the rabbie. Shops and. 
banks in all the important streets were 

looted, and some of them were wrecked. 

In order to intimidate the populece the 
soldiers kept up a continual gun fire. The 
rattle of musketry could be heard through- 
out the night. 

No fewer than fourteen fires were burning 
in various parts of the city atonetime. The 
suldiers broke into the Pelyang mint, which 
was set on fire. The mint was looted of 
everything portable. 


German Physician Is Killed. 

The German consul dispatched @ guard te 
protect German residents in the city, com- 
posed chiefly of the engineering staff of the 
Tientsin Pukow railway. 

A German doctor, named Schreeter, who 
entered the city to assist friends, was shot 
and killed by looting soldiers. Foreigners 
generally, however, were not molested. 

A company of the Somerset regiment was 
sent to the British station at midny ht to pro- 
tect the railway property. 

The city was quiet this morning, although 

hundreds of carts laden with household be- 
longings and Wot were leaving. for other 
parts.

“Gen. Li Huen Heng, the newly 
elected vice president of the republic, 16 
anxious to assist in restoring Yuan Shih 
Kai’s authority. In his opinion, the mutinn 
should not be permitted to upset the general 
scheme of reconstruction. 


Plan to Combine Forces. | 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the acting president, fs 
ready temporarily to assume the whole re- 
sponsibility of administration. The dele- 
gates suggest a combination of the best 
northern and southern troops and the es- 
tablishment of a great police foree with 
headquarters at Peking. 

As the railway between Peking and Tien- 
Tsin is again open, the 200 American troops 
of the Fifteenth infantry, under Maj. James 
M. Arrowsmith, arrived today. The Amer- 
icans left Tien-Tsin last night and came 
through without incident, although they had 
placed a Maxim gun on a flat car in front 
of the engine in case it might be needed. 

The fact that a company of the Somerset 
infantry at Feng-Tai deployed for the pur- 
pose of driving back the mutinous regiment | 
from the railway is accepted as evidence 
that the foreign powers will intervene so 
far as it is necessary to keep up communi- 
cation along the railway from Peking to the 
sea. 


Think Missions Are Safe. 

Confidence is felt that most of the missions 
at Pao-Ting-Fu have survived the argon 
and pillage there. The Roman Catholic mis- 
sion, which was in the heart of the town, 
might have caught fire from the Chinese 
buildings which were burned in that sec 
tion, but the American compounds are both } 
beyond the city walls and are surrounded 
by their own walls. Therefore they are con- 
‘hidered not to have been endangered. )

SHIP CARGOES HELD UP. 


Lack of Coal Caused by Miners’ 
Strike Given as Reason; Food- 
stuffs to Go Up in Price, 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Merch 8.—The scarcity of food 
as the result of the coal strike is coming te 
the front tonight. The shortage ef meat 
threatens to be immediate instead of gradual 
in consequence of the action of importers in 
stopping Australian and Argentine cargoes 
now on the way here. 

They have not the coal to maintain the 
refrigerators and realize that he cargoes 
will putrefy if they are landed. They have 
consequently telegraphed to intermediate 
ports holding up the steamships so as te be 
able to refrigerate them aboard at the ex- 
pense of small consumption of coal. Several 
cargoes have already been held up in this 
manner. 

A fish famine is also in prospect. The high 
price of coal prevents many trawlers from 
working at a profit, and thirty of these boats 
have been laid up at Leith alone. 


Will Raise Food Prices. 

All foodstuffs with a few exceptions wil) 
advance in price tomorrow. Various regi- 
ments of the guards brigade ere kept in con- 
stant telephonic communication with the war 
office. They are destined for South Wales 
| if any rioting should be reported from that 
section. 

The coal strike is marking time over the 
week-end. One satisfactory feature is the 
complete absence of disorder in the districts 
affected.

I can 
spend no more time to this than to point to 
Panama.

Above Fact Makes Taft Hesitate 
to Take Him from Con- 
sular Service.

Washington; D. C., March 8.—[{Special.)]— 
If all reports are to be believed, the diplo- 
matic service is in danger of losing the serv- 
| ices of Henry Sherman Boutell, minister to 
Switzerland. 

Mr. Boutell’s friends are said to be press- 
ing him for appointment as federal judge in 
Chicago. The president regards the repre- 
sentations which have been made to him as 
sufficiently strong to justify him in discuss- 
ing the matter with politicians when he is in 
Chicago the last of this week. 

The state department has come to realize 
the inestimable value of Mr. Boutell’s diplo- 
macy during the short time he has been in 
Switzerland. He has made an excellent im- 
pression socially in Geneva, likes Swiss 
cheese, and would be missed from the func- 
tions which make that capital such an inter- 
esting resort for tourists. 


Desires to Don the Ermine. 

It is true there are no questions of moment 
to concern the governments of the United 
States and Switseriand, but a number of 
diplomats have risen to embassies from the 
mission which Mr. Boutell is discharging 
with such grace, and it was hoped by the 
friends of Boanerges that the record he made 
in the Swiss capital would lead to his early 
promotion, 

Apparently this is not Mr. Boutell’s ambi- 
tion. He desires, according to report, to re- 
move the knickerbockers of diplomacy and 
don the ermine of the bench. 

Those who have been advised of this am- 


calling to the president the promise he made 
to Uncle Joe Cannon and Representative 
McKinley, in charge of the Taft presidential 
nomination campaign, that Boutell would 
receive the first vacancy on the federal 
bench in Chicago. : 

The resignation of Grosscup has provided 
such a vacancy..If Mr. Taft does not wish 
to give the minister the Circuit judgeship, 
then his friends will be content if he should 
be appointed to succeed Judge Carpenter in 
case the latter should be promoted. 


Would Preserve Shining Star, 

It is because the president realizes what 
a shining star will be lost to the diplomatic 
service that he does not look with favor 
upon the proposition to return Mr. Boutell 
to Chicago in the capacity of judge. At the 
same time he is being told that a promise 
is a promise and especially so when it is 
made by the president. 

It ig said that Mr. Taft, when he is in Chi- 
cago the latter part of this week, will con- 
fer with. a number of prominent men, 
some of whom are friends ot the judicial 
candidate. 

There is no doubt the president ig con- 
siderably embarrassed by the proposition 
that he appoint Boutell to the bench. While 
the latter was in congress Mr. Taft had fre- 
quent opportunity to ascertain bis legal abil- 
ity. 

What he thought of it was shown by his 
failure to consult the Chicagoan when any 
important measure was under consideration. 
He did not hesitate, however, to call into 
consultation otber men in both branches of 
congress learned in the law. 


Wumber of Candidates. 

Congressman Mann was among those 
whom the president called into conference in 
considering pending legislation from a legal 
point.. It is commonly known that the pres- 
ident sharply criticised a speech made by 
Mr. Boutell in defense of the Aldrich tariff 
law.

The announcement gives the reasons for 
his present wish to return to Springfield and 
preside over the state senate. 


“Jackpotter ee - 

It is as follows: 

On Feb, 8, 1905, I was ‘sienna from the 
Illinois legislature. I was denounced for an 
open attack upon the jackpot. There is no 
such thing es a Democratic jackpotter. A 
jackpotter is a crook. Nothing more, noth- 
ing less. His party pretense is a lie. 

“The gangster posing as a Republican fra- 
ternizes with his brother, the grafter, pa- 
rading as a Democrat. Together they make 
the bipartisan rag that has disgraced our 
state.

Organized labor in Chicago yesterday de- 
cided to break the silence under which it has 
withstood attacks by the Hearst newspapers, 

Members of the local federation started a 
movement sfx manths ago to boycott the 
Hearst publications. This, however, was bt 
done, for the Américan Federation of Labor 
is now gathering evidence upon which it is 
planned. to place the entire chain of Hearst 
papers on the “unfair list.“ The Chicago 


federation adopted resolutions denouncing 


W. R. Hearst and his publications by a vote 
of 270 to 62. 

Those who led the opposition in regard to 
boycotting the newspapers were mostly 
members of the typographical union, who 
argued that Hearet was the largest individ- 


ual employers of union printers in the United 


Resolution Attacks Hearst. 

The resolution as adopted was written by 
John Fitzpatrick, president of the federa- 
tion. It gives a history of Hearst's re- 
versible” attitude toward the labor move- 
ment and says that to satisfy the all- 


consuming notion that he is a great states- | 


man William Randolph Hearst set out to 
control the labor movement of the country 
so that he might use it for his political 
aggrandizement. 

After several years Hearst had an 
awakening. He learned that labor untons 
could not be bought or controlled, and that 
it was impossible for politicians to use them 
for partisan purposes, and that neither his 
newspapers nor his gold would avail him 
in his efforts to make them deliver up their 
votes to him. 

“Since this awakening Hearst has re- 
versed the attitude of his papers toward the 
labor movement, and for the last few years 


his chain of newspapers has teemed with 


the most mallciousty vicious Nes, distorted 
facts, innuendo of the most scurrilous type,” 
against labor unions. 


The resolution will be circulated through- 


out American labor union circles.

Favor Widening Chicago River, 

The Chicago river, from its mouth to Bel- 
mont avenue on the north branch (includ- 
ing north branch canal), to Ashland avenue 
on the south branch, and to the railroad 
bridges near the stockyards at the end of 
the south fork, south branch, should be 
provided with navigable channels not less 
than 200 feet wide and 21 feet deep. 

Turning basins should be constructed at 
‘the junction of the north and south branches 
of thé Chicago river and near Belmont ave- 
nue on the north branch for lake carriers of 
the largest dimensions. 

The west fork of the south branch of the 
Chicago river should be provided with a 
channel not less than 150 feet wide at top, 
100 feet wide at bottom, and 12 feet deep 
from Robey street to a point 1,300 feet west 
of South Kedzie avenue, for use by barges, 
lighters, etc. 

“ Center pier bridges, closed bridge hours, 
and the towage ordinance are unnecessary 
‘obstructions to nav igation. 


‘Urges Municipal River Docks. 

“The city of Chicago should provide, own, 
and operate public docks at suitable inter- 
vals along the Chicago and Calumet rivers 
for shipment and receipt of. local water 
borne freight. 

“The. outer harbor at South Chicago, 
* as Calumet harbor,’ should be main- 

The Calumet river from its mouth to the 
‘Forks’ should be provided with a navi- 
gable channel not less than 200 feet wide 
and 21 feet deep, with the turning basins 
now provided for by law. 

“The Grand Calumet river should be pro- 
vided with a navigable channel not less than 
150 feet wide at the top, 100 feet wide at 
the bottom, and 12 feet deep, from the 
‘Forks’ to the Indiana Harbor canal, and 
with three turning basins for use by barges, 
lighters, etc. 

“The Little Calumet river should be pro- 
vided, with a similar channel from the 
Junction to Stony creek. 

Want Indiana Harbor Breakwater. 
A breakwater. should be provided to Pro- 
tect the entrance to Indiana Harbor, Ind. 

“The Indiana Harbor canal should be 


maintained with a width of 200 feet and 


depth of 21 feet. 
The municipalities along the Grand 
and Little Calumet rivers and the Indiana 


docks at suitable intervals along, those 
waterways for the shipment and receipt of 
local water borne freight. 

No improvements in the waterways at 
Chicago or adjacent territory other than 
those specifically mentioned above are 
either necessary or desirable at the present 
time.“

The Greater Chicago Federation, composed 
of about forty improvement clubs and bust- 
ness men’s aseociations, has adopted reso- 
lutions favoring a study by experts of the 
garbage question in this city with the pur- 
pose of having a municipal reduction plant 
located on the drainage canal.

Lamb, finished the letter and mailed it yes- 
terday.

The organization believes 
that experts could make a report before 
Sept. 1 next, so that a bond issue could be 
ſubmitted to the voters at the fall election 
for the construction of a plant. The cost of 
this is estimated at $500,000. 


Calls Private Plant a Nuisance. 

‘We respectfully ask that steps be taken 
to abate the nuigance,’’ begins the letter, 
“around Thirty-ninth and Iron streets, from 
the garbage wagons and disposal works, and 
that no extension of the present contract be 
mace. 

“ We. urge city instead of private owner- 
ship, because public employés will operate 
with less annoyance then individuals whose 
profits often lie in less cohsiderate methods 
We believe the disposal works should be 
located on the river or the drainage cana:, 
in a sparsely settled district. Also, to get the 
least anmoyance, garbage in transit should. 
at appropriate hours, be hauled in fast mov- 
Ing electric cars, instead of in show moving 
wagons. ‘

N Friday last a Chicago editorial 
writer quoted from Hutton a story 
of the arrival in Labrador of the ship 
Harmony, carrying a hospital and 
equipment for installation there. An 

Eskimo woman said her people needed no 
sickbeds and no hospital, since they had no 
sickness. The editorial writer comments 
as follows 

They had no sick: They knew no need 
of a hospital. Yet it isan even bet that the 
power ef suggestion will create the need and 
fill that hospital, Another benefit of civili- 
zution.“ 1 
The Eskimos have sick and they need 
hospitals. Being an isolated people, living 


which is low for most of the year, they have 
a different disease distribution from that 
prevailing in this country. But it has been 
well established that they ‘have a high 
mortality rgte and more sickness than the 
explorers who have gone up there. Disease 
is an actuality: with them. When once 
venereal diseases, consumption, and other 
contagions are introduced amongst them. 
they spread with great rapidity. The“ sug- 
gesters go back home, but the trail of con- 
tagion abides. 

The disease history of isolated peoples, 
both before and after contact with civiliza- 
tion, has been well studied and is thor- 
oughly understood. Some of the most 
dramatic portrayals in the world’s history 
are to be found in the disease and death 
stories of such peoples. Diseases carried 
to them by cient are appallingly 
actual, 


Suggestion is more powerful amongst 


crude peoples than amongst more civilized. 


It is made more use. of in their medical art 
than in civilized tribes. When the Harmony 
landed amongst the Eskimos it found sug- 
gestion there, It got there 1,000 years be- 
fore the Harmony. As people become more 
intelligent the power of suggestion de- 
creases, j 

Suggestion creates symptoms. 
not create diseases, 

The editorial starts out by giving credence 
to the observations of an illiterate, inex- 
perienced Eskimo woman—observations at 
variance with what is known on the sub- 
ject. It ends by giving the conclusions of 
a writer who has investigated the science 
of suggestion about as little as the Eskimo 
woman, had investigated morbidity’ in 
Labrador. | 

The important points for the reader to 
remember are these: Suggestion creates 
symptoms. It does not create diseases. A 
community can only make its population 
secure by handling diseases as facts on 
just the same basis as that on which they 
handle railroads, banks, stores, streets, fires, 
and sewage.

HE fracas which took place the other 
day at the Country club at Nice, 
founded by Baron Meyronnet de St. 
Marc (who married Miss Ellen Waln 
of Philadelphia), and the Marquis de 
Montebello, serves to call attention to the 
fact that there are two bearers of the lat- 
ter title. One is Maurice Lannes, the only 
son of the present and fifth Duke of Monte- 
bello, who is a grandson of Napoleon’s cel- 
ebrated Marshal Lannes. The other is Louis 
Lannes, son of that Marquis de Montebello 
who was French ambassador, first at Con- 
stantinople and afterward in Russia. 
Strictly speaking, Louis Lannes has no 
right to the title of Marquis of Montebello. 
For his father only enjoyed it as the younger 
son of the second duke, and when he died it 
could not be inherited by his son, but should 
have reverted to the head of the house. 


is only the son of the duke who has the 
right to style himself Marquis de Monte- 
bello. 

The Marquis Maurice de Montebello, that 
ig to say, the only son of the duke, is a man 
of somewhat quarrelsome disposition, an of- 
+ ficer of cavalry in the territorial or reserve 
section of the French army, and is mar- 
ried to a rich widow, who was born in Peru, 
of American parents of the name of Hay, 
and whose first husband was a Peruvian mi- 
lionaire of the name of Dorado. | 
It was this marquis who protested — 50 
vigorously against the entombment of the 
remains of Zola in the Pantheon, demanding 
permission in the name of his father and of 
his entire family to be permitted to remove 
the remains of his great-grandfather, Mar- 
shal Lannes, from the Pantheon if Zola was 
to find a last restihg place there. 

‘The Montebellos are perhaps the least aris- 
tadratic of the Napoleonic nobility, and what 
piue blood there is in their veins comes to 
them through their English connections.

ORE than $100,000 was raised yester- 
day in record breaking time by the 
congregation of Sinai temple, Forty-

Economical Housekeeping 
Cravy. 


“By JANE EDDINGTON. 


‘ANY a housemother feels, if her family 
is a gravy loving one, somewhat about 
gtavy as does Mrs. Todgers, who keeps 
a boarding house for commercial gentle- 
men in Martin Chuszlewit.“ 

“The gravy alone is enough to add twenty 
years to, one’s age, I do assure you,” she says to 
thé Misses Pecksniff, and adds: . 

“The anxiety of that one item, my dears, 
keeps the mind continually upon the stretch. 
There is no such passion in the human nature 
as the passion for gravy among commercial 
gentlemen. It's nothing to say a joint won't 
yield—a whole animal wouldn't yield—the 
amount of gravy they expect each day for 
dinner,” ° 

— 


After meat is fried in the frying pan or in the 
roller and the juice and fat caught by a pan 
beneath, or after it is roasted in a pan, we have 
the foundation for the gravy proper. A related 
liquid made of stock and thickened is really a 
sauce. "and not a gravy. 

Gravy.—Into the fat and meat juices stir 
abert as much flour as it will take to form a 
thick, snrooth paste. Add enough boiling water, 
or stock. to this slowly, continually stirring, 
to make it of creamy consistency, and season 
and favor to taste. If the meat juices have 
dried onto the pan, a little butter or, dripping 
may be added, and the flour stirred into that. 
Fiowr can always be stirred inte het fat to 
make a smooth paste. 


oe 


This recipe is almost exactly that of Dr. 
Kitchiner, printed first nearly a hundred years 
ago. The famous Mrs. Scott of Philadelphia 
put it into her book, forty years. ago, almost 
without a change; and so it has been copied and 
recopied to this day when a cook book writer 
condescends to consider that there is such a 
plebeian thing as gravy. 

It is very essential that the flour ve cooked 
enough. As the gravy must be stirred every 
minute, this process is likely to be scanted. 

Gravy for Chops and Steaks.—-Take the meat 
out of the pan when cooked and pour off all 
but one tablespoonful of the fat in which it 
was cooked. Into this dredge as much flour as 
will make it a paste, and rub the two well 
together on the fire until cooked to a light 
brown. Pour over this as much boiling water 
as will reduce it to the thickness of cream, 
add a tablespoonful of mushroom catsup, if 
liked, and a little salt. Simmer for five or 
ten minutes, stirring constantly, and pour 
through a strainer (if not perfectly smooth) 
into a gravy boat, or over the meat, if this way 
of eating the gravy is liked,

Gimmvy for cold meats may be made in a sim- 
ilar way, and the cold slices simmered in it 
until heated through. Some cooks make a meat 
extract and keep it always on hand for the 
making of gravy. A pound: of hamburg steak 
may be gently cooked an hour or more, and 
the extract used for this purpose.
